You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot on Tuesday, 
the 10th day of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To see if the Town is in favor of adopting Amendment #1 to the existing 
Wilmot Planning Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board, to change the 
title of the Planning Ordinance to the Planning and Zoning Ordinance. 

3. To see if the Town is in favor of adopting Amendment #2 to the existing 
Wilmot Planning Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board to authorize the 
Planning Board to review and approve or disapprove site plans for nonresiden- 
tial uses or for multi-family dwelling units (structures containing more than 2 
dwelling units). 

You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot the 
10th day of March, next at seven of the clock in the afternoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes and to negotiate the extension or renewal of the notes 
securing such loans when it is necessary. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,711.75 
(One thousand seven hundred and eleven dollars and seventy- five cents) for the 
Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association. 

7. (Requested) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $17,500.00 (Seventeen thousand and five hundred dollars and no cents) for 
the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 
(One thousand two hundred dollars and no cents) for the New London Hospital. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material 
or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material 
or equipment to be made with the approval of the Road Agent. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to be a member of the regional planning com- 
mission, organized and named the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council and to

Learning Place, a non-profit organization which is incorporated and licensed in 
accordance with RSA 292 and RSA 17:E-3. This appropriation is to be used for 
Wilmot students only.

(One thousand two hundred dollars and no cents) for the New London Ambulance

SELECTMEN’S NOTES 


Wilmot lost two of its older residents and former town officials in 1986, John 
G. French and Annette Rose. 


John French served the Town of Wilmot as a Selectman for 9 years, Town 
Auditor for many years and as a Supervisor of the Checklist for several years. 
He was also a charter member of the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department. 


Annette Rose served the town as a member of the planning board and as a 
representative to the Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Assn. She was very interested in 
the Wilmot Community Center. Mrs. Rose also served as a trustee of the New 
London Hospital for a number of years. 


The Selectmen made arrangements for the reconstruction of the Tannery Pond 
Dam and expected the work to be completed in November 1986. This did not 
happen due to many circumstances beyond their control. The contractor has 
assured us that the dam will be completed in the spring of 1987. 


The water system at the Wilmot Center Library has caused problems for several 
years, but we have apparently solved these problems. A change in the heating 
system, installation of a weather tight door and covering the well and heater line 
to the building with hay have proven to be a help. A study of the possibility of 
connecting to the Congregational Church’s water supply proved not to be feasi- 
ble especially due to so much ledge. It seems that the solution we have made 
is the better way to go.

WILMOT TOWN MEETING 
March 11, 1986 


ARTICLE 1: The polls opened at 10:00 a.m. and closed at 6:00 p.m. with 147 
ballots cast out of 429 registered voters. 


ARTICLE 2: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $241,068 to defray town charges for the ensuing year. Motion was second- 
ed. He then proceeded to go over the budget item by item. The town clerk’s fees 
are now all going through the town account. The amounts paid to her reflect her 
fees and salary. The town officer’s expense will increase due to the incrrease 
in the secretary’s hours. The General Government Buildings reflect the connec- 
tion of the water line to the church. When Mr. Chandler reached the Solid Waste 
Disposal figures Mrs. Lois Spearman made a motion to Amend Article 2 to in- 
clude $500 ‘*To study and research the hazardous effects of the New London 
Landfill on the Town of Wilmot.’ Amendment was seconded. Discussion fol- 
lowed. Mr. Chandler continued to go over the budget explaining the line items. 
Mr. Chandler then amended his original motion to include the appropriation of 
$500 to study and research the hazardous effects of the New London Landfill 
on the Town of Wilmot. Motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 3: Mr. Richard Bacon made the motion to accept Article 3 as writ- 
ten — ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes and to negotiate the extension of renewal of the notes secur- 
ing such loans when it is necessary.’’ Motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 4: Mrs. Nancy Schlosser made the motion to accept Article 4 as 
written — ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,545 
for the Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association. Mrs. Schlosser then made the mo- 
tion to amend Article 4 to include an increase of $142, reflecting the increase 
of residents in Wilmot. The motion was seconded. The Article then read *‘To 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,687 for the Kear- 
sarge Visiting Nurse Association.’’ Motion was carried.

ARTICLE 5: Mr. Keith Fleury moved to adopt Article 5 as written: *“To see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,500 for the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Company, Inc.’’ Motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 6: Mr. Earle Chandler moved to adopt Article 6 as written ‘‘To see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 for the New 
London Hospital.’’ Motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 7: Mrs. Richard Bacon moved to adopt Article 7 as written ‘‘To 
see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or equip- 
ment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material or 
equipment to be made with the approval of the Road Agent.*’ Motion was seconded 
and carried. 


ARTICLE 8: Ms. Betsy Forsham made the motion to accept Article 8 as writ- 
ten ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to be a member of the regional planning com- 
mission, organized and named the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council and to 
appropriate the sum of $608 as the Town’s share of the annual operating expenses 
of the regional planning commission to be used in conjunction with other state 
and federal funds available for planning purposes.’’ Motion was seconded. Ms. 
Forsham then amended her original motion to include the increase cost of $92 
which represented a cost of 85¢ per capita. The planning board found the infor- 
mation gathered by the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council very helpful. Mr. 
Chandler explained, the Selectmen had held to the amount appropriated in the 
previous year because of the need to hold taxes down. Mr. Thomas Woodger 
asked what feedback the town had received from this organization, and stated 
he was opposed to the increase. Mrs. Frances Wilcox spoke on the need to pay 
our fair share to the regional committee and felt there was a need for the exper- 
tise available in connection with development and growth. Mr. John Morse stated, 
we have not used the service in connection with tax maps. Mr. Chandler ques- 
tioned the increase, because of the fact they were using a count of 823 residents, 
the Municipal Association uses a figure of 754, when there are approximately 
787 residents in Wilmot. Mr. Bacon questioned the amount of support the Coun- 
cil provided in connection with the Tannery Dam. The Article with the amend- 
ment reads as follows ‘“To see if the Town will vote to be a member of the regional 
planning commission, organized and named the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Coun- 
cil and to appropriate the sum of $700.’’ Motion carried. 


ARTICLE 9: Mr. Richard Bacon made the motion to accept Article 9 as writ- 
ten ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 
for the continuation of services to the low income residents of Wilmot through 
the Kearsarge Valley Area Center of the Community Action Program, Belknap- 
Merrimack Counties, Inc.’’ Motion was seconded. Ms. Forsham asked how much 
was requested from the CAP organization. Mr. Chandler stated $1,614 but again 
the Selectmen were trying to hold to the last year’s figures in an attempt to hold 
the costs down for the taxpayers. Barbara Chellis, Director of the program in 
Warner was invited to speak in favor of the motion. The motion was carried. 
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ARTICLE 10: Mrs. Laurie Sliter made the motion to accept Article 10 as written 
‘*To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 to help 
in the operation of the Wilmot Learning Place, a non-profit organization which 
is incorporated and licensed in accordance with RSA 292 and RSA 17:E-3. This 
appropriation is to be used for Wilmot students only.’’ Motion was seconded and 
carried. 


ARTICLE 11: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to accept Article 11 as 
written ‘‘To see if the Town of Wilmot will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 for the New London Amublance Service.’’ Motion was seconded 
and carried. 


ARTICLE 12: Mrs. Julie Morse made the motion to accept Article 12 as writ- 
ten ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 
for the Wilmot F.A.S.T. Squad.’’ Motion was seconded. Mrs. Morse then made 
the motion to amend the article to include an increase of $500 to cover the cost 
of extra equipment. Seconded. Tom Woodger at this point made a general com- 
ment stating that we were making all the increases mentioned and that there was 
a 5.8 million dollar school spending coming before the taxpayers and shouldn’t 
we halt on the spending. Keith Fleury stated that the money for the FAST Squad 
was well spent money that directly benefited the people of Wilmot. Mrs. Morse 
stated that there have been 26 calls already in 1985 from Wilmot residents. The 
Article with the amendment will read ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,500 for the Wilmot F.A.S.T. Squad.’’ Motion was 
carried. 


ARTICLE 13: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to accept Article 13 as 
written ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $102,000 
for the purchase of a new road grader and authorize the withdrawal of $18,000 
from Federal Revenue Sharing Funds, authorize the withdrawal and use of $15,000 
from the Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, and trade the used town grader for 
$40,000 to be used as a set-off against the purchase price; with the balance to 
be funded by long term notes.’’ Motion was seconded. Mr. Henry Patten stated 
that the grader we have is 29 years old and that we have had it for 18 years. 
It is still running but he is not sure for how long. Mrs. Frances Wilcox was con- 
cerned that the use of Federal Revenue Sharing Funds would jeopardize the federal 
funds needed to repair the Dam. Mr. Chandler assured her that the funds for 
the Dam were separate and did not affect the funds for the grader. Tom Woodger 
stated he had looked at the old grader and it needs to be replaced. A paper ballot 
was required for this article. The Moderator supervised the collection while the 
Ballot Clerks verified the voters. The count was 65 Yes and 3 No. The article 
was carried. 


ARTICLE 14: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to accept Article 14 as 
written ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell at public 
auction any or all property acquired by tax collector’s deed.’’ Motion was second- 
ed. Mrs. Frances Wilcox asked how and when do the Selectmen advertise the 
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sale of property. Mr. Chandler stated that The Argus-Champion, the Shopper 
and notices would be placed around town of any sale. Jim Emerson was con- 
cerned that a parcel of land adjacent to the cemetery would be sold when it might 
be used for the cemetery. Motion was carried. 


ARTICLE 15: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to accept Article 15 as writ- 
ten ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for any 
Federal or State grants that may be available.’’ Motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 16: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to accept Article 16 as 
written ‘‘To see of the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept any 
grants that may be allocated to the town and expend same.’’ Motion was second- 
ed and carried. 


ARTICLE 17: To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Schoeller made the motion to have the Trustees of the Cemetery 
check the feasability of using the land owned by the Town as an addition to the 
North Road cemetery and report at the next meeting. Motion was seconded and 
carried. 

Mr. Keith Fleury spoke regarding the need for an adequate place for posting 
the voter’s checklist. Mr. Richard Bacon said this would be done. 

Ms. Forsham announced that a Public Hearing on the Master Plan would be 
held at the Town Office Building on March 24, 1986, at 7:30 p.m. 

Mrs. Lois Spearman stated that the Wilmot Concerned Citizens would have 
a file at the Town Office Building with resource material available for the residents 
in connection with the effects of the New London Landfill on the residents of 
Wilmot. 

Mr. Al Schoeller made a motion that the meeting be adjourned, motion was 
seconded and meeting adjourned.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


This has been a year of ups and downs for the Wilmot Public Library. As stated 
in last year’s report, it was our intent this year to have the Library building made 
as energy-efficient and functional as possible. To this end, we asked Energy Watch 
Associates to give us their energy conservation recommendations. We did not 
receive their report until August, and although they were authorized to do some 
of the work, they never did. Finally, in December, we had the heating ducts 
underneath the building wrapped with insulated tape. This seemed to be the highest 
priority since these ducts were resting, exposed, on bare ground. Also, storm 
windows for the four small windows towards the back of the Library have been 
ordered. We will try again this year to complete the insulation of the outside walls. 
Meanwhile, the Selectmen had a heating vent installed to direct heat to the water 
pump to prevent freezing. This, plus hay piled outside, seems to have solved a 
perennial problem. 

In June we accepted, with regret, Joyce Tawner’s resignation as Library Trustee. 
Cindy Kiedaisch was named to fill the vacancy. At the same time, Mary Jane 
Schoeler indicated her intention to resign as Librarian. We had four responses 
to our advertisements for a new Librarian. Following the interviews, the Trustees 
appointed Kathy Donovan. She brings enthusiasm, a willingness to learn and a 
fresh outlook to the job. She has already completed the first of eight Public Library 
Techniques courses which are required. We paid our official goodbyes and many 
thanks to Mary Jane at the Christmas Volunteers’ Party, however she will con- 
tinue to serve the Library as a volunteer. 

A number of people enjoyed the art exhibit on Town Meeting Day and several 
friends, and newcomers, stopped in on Election Day. In October, the reception 
for Florence Langley, whose book Glimpses of the Past had just been published, 
was highly successful with about 75 people attending. 

Many new and interesting books were added this year covering a variety of 
subjects. We also purchased several new cassette tape/books which are so popular 
with the children of the Wilmot Learning Place. 

As always, our sincere thanks to our faithful volunteers: Clara Langley, Betty 
Nicoll, Judy Walker, Helen White, Fran Wilcox; and to our new volunteers, Lynn 
Bacon and Art and Kathy Springsteen. We also wish to thank Wilmot Grange 
for their donation and continued interest, and Russell Jewell and Ralph Gove who 
replaced the stone steps, under Connie Forsham’s direction, after the new ramp 
was installed.

REPORT OF THE WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


Wilmot, it may seem, has become that nice little Town to live in, and the Plan- 
ning board has received an increasing number of requests concerning land use 
change. Meeting monthly, the Board acted upon six subdivision plans favorably 
which created an additional 15 lots of record. While the majority of requests were 
simple two-lot subdivisions, a major request was approved creating eleven lots 
accessed by a new road adjacent to Chase Pond. Also reaffirmed by the Board 
was a previously approved subdivision of eight lots which included a road for 
access. Additional time was spent with landowners on a consultation basis as they 
came before the Board at its regular meetings to inquire about future land use 
changes. One major ten-lot subdivision proposal on a seasonal road was found 
not acceptable by the Board and was later revised to become a two-lot subdivi- 
sion encompassing ofer 110 acres. 


In addition to its plan review duties, the Board, after public hearings, adopted 
its presented Master Plan. This was an update to our existing Master Plan, and 
is a tool to guide the Board with future Planning regulations. In this regard, a 
subcommittee of the Board has met bimonthly for the purpose of revising and 
strengthening the Planning Ordinance based on the response to the Master Plan 
questionaire from our residents. With this effort, the Board has proposed a set 
of Site Plan Review Regulation for the voters consideration. It is the intent of 
these regulations to guide future business and multifamily dwelling units so that 
the health and safety and expansion of our resource will be in conformity with 
our Master Plan which expresses the desires of the residents of Wilmot.

This was a difficult year for this Department. The problems ranged from los- 
ing Dennis Fitzgerald from being an ‘‘ON CALL’’ Police Officer to the status 
of a ‘“‘SPECIAL.’’ Which means he does not have a scheduled on-duty time. He 
is still certified and can be called out for special details when needed. The ‘‘Police 
Cruiser’’ (which was privately owned) was costing too much to maintain and was 
sold. The replacement vehicle was bought as a family car and not as a police 
cruiser. Therefore since June this Department has had no insurable means of: 
traffic control, transportation, and scheduled patrols. To help with the on-going 
speed problem the speed limit on all secondary roads in Wilmot was reduced 
to 25 MPH. This action has not cured the problem but it has helped. 


It is unfortunate that the largest problem in town, but the most insignigicant, 
is dog control. There are 120 licensed dogs in this town, which puts the resident- 
to-dog ratio approximately 7 to 1. This Department does not want to issue fines 
for “‘Wandering’’ dogs but it is coming to it. Please keep your animals home 
and tie them if left outside alone. Your neighbors will thank you. This town is 
growing and unfortunately the days of letting dogs run loose are gone. 


There were four broad daylight robberies that occured around the beginning 
of hunting season this past year. In most cases the serial numbers of the guns, 
cameras, and etc. were not recorded. Serial numbers are essential in helping to 
make a good arrest, identifying and returning stolen articles. So if it is possible, 
make a list of all your valuables and their serial numbers. 


When ever possible this Department responds to all fire and medical emergen- 
cies. The close cooperation between the three emergency services of this town 
is the reason why respond time is low. However, the use of the Emergency 
Telephone Number (526-2646) expediates the solving of your problem. This is 
a toll-free number for all Wilmot residents. 


Last September Richard Lee was sworn in as a Police Officer for the town 
of Wilmot, and completed his training, given by State Police Standards and Train- 
ing in Concord, last November.

In 1986 the Wilmot F.A.S.T. Squad responded to 30 medical calls for help. 
We also responded to several calls with the Wilmot Fire Department to be available 
in case of injury. 


The urgent need for communication with other Emergency Services such as 
the Police, Ambulance and Hospital prompted a fund drive of which we received 
an overwhelming response of $2,835.00 and were able to get not ONE but TWO 
radios. We were also able to purchase other life-saving equipment such as ox- 
ygen set-ups of which each member now carries. We wish to thank all who were 
sO generous in their response to our fund drive. Donations to the Wilmot F.A.S.T. 
Squad enable us to keep our appropriation from the Town at a more reasonable 
figure. PLEASE REMEMBER we are a volunteer orgainzation and are on call 
24 hours per day in case of a medical emergency or accident. All donations are 
greatly appreciated and are tax-deductible. 


We would also like to bring to your attention the Road Signs which have enabled 
us and other Emergency Vehicles to find their way around the Wilmot area. They 
have been very helpful (the ones that are still standing) and are a great need to 
those giving directions and those trying to find their way.
